The bottom may fall out of that theo­ 
ry when, it is stated that the same 
thing was done several times in the 
last few years, since the old station 
was wrecked, when two engines col­ 
lided and fell over on the structure.

and says that arrangements for new 
stations are always kept from .his 
department. 
He did *a\\ however, 
that the men here this morning were 
employed by the C. TI. &.D. railroad. 
It is difficult to understand why they 
should he measuring the ground at 
the place where they were working 
today unless it was in preparation 
for a new station. 
Fred Ca pp, who owns the propert y 
at the corner, where it has always 
been rumored that a new station will 
be built, is ignorant of any

which the railroad may have. ^ 
The need of a new station for the

The result of the election 
in Greenfield was a big surprise as 
the “drys” were confident of a vic­ 
tory. 
Hancock county went “dry” 
by a safe m ajority two years ago un­ 
der the county option law. Greenfield 
contributing liberally to the majority. 
Milroy people will be compelled to 
trade at home if they will not patron­ 
ize a “ wet” town as both Greensburg 
and Rushville are in 
that 
column 
now. 
Citizens of that place issued a 
statement, in the same manner as 
Glenwood did previous to the elec­ 
tion here, declaring that they would 
patronize Greensburg m erchants if 
the town went “dry” as they had no, 
use for Rushville since it was “ wet.” 
There is a peculiar condition in St. 
Paul, which is located in the same re­ 
lation to Shelby and Decatur coun­ 
ties as is Glenwood to Fayette and 
Rush counties, the County line run­ 
ning through the middle of the town. 
The town i* also located about one- 
half mile from the Rush county line.

Definite Meas ures of Peac e Between 
the Rebels and the Diaz Gov ernment 


Are in Proc es s of Being Formulated, 
Say s the Father of the Prov is ional 
Pres ident of Mex ic o, Who Sees an 
Early Conc lus ion of the Struggle. 


San Antonio, Tex., March 29.—With 
his son Gustav o, Francisco I. Made- 
ro, sr., father of the prov isional presi­ 
dent of Mexico, arriv ed here, straight 
from New York, and he announced 
within an hour of his coming that by 
arrangement which had been conclud­ 
ed between himself and Jose Yv es 
Limantour in New York, definite meas­ 
ures of peace between the insurrectos 
and the Diaz gov ernment in Mexico 
were in process of being formulated. 
He ev en allowed himself to prophesy 
that within thirty or sixty days there 
would be peace ov er Mexico and with­ 
out the Interv ention 
of American 
troops. 
It would be a peace concluded with­ 
out the laying down of arms by the 
insurrectos now in the field, said the 
elder Madero. 
It would be a peace 
which might allow Porflrio Diaz still 
to sit in the presidential chair, but the 
nature of his powers would be far 
different from that w’hich has obtained 
in the past. 
Francisco Madero stated most posi­ 
tiv ely that he was the accredited rep­ 
resentativ e of the insurrectos in Mex­ 
ico, and Senor Limantour was equally 
plenipotentiary of the personal gov ­ 
ernment of Porflrio Diaz. 
This is a part of the program of 
conciliation that Francisco Madero 
then outlined as the basis of the rec­ 
onciliation between the rev olutionists 
and the federal gov ernment: 
There will be no armistice betwreen 
the Maderistas in the field and federal 
troops opposing th3m during the time 
that whatev er negotiations now con­ 
templated may be in the making. 
Under no conditions will the rebels 
lay dowm their arms. 
They will sim­ 
ply guarantee to disperse upon the 
conclusion of a final treaty, each man 
carrying his arms to his home. 
Peace will not become a fact unless 
two things are guaranteed—a free 
election and the incorporation In the 
national constitution of a law prohib­ 
iting the re-election of all gov ernment 
officers. 
Certain changes in the newly ap­ 
pointed cabinet looking to the inclu­ 
sion therein of men who are known 
not to be allied with the old Diaz re­ 
gime, must be one of the conditions 
before the rev olution comes to an end. 
After outlining these 
conditions, 
which Senor Madero took pains to say 
wero only the cardinal points of the 
many under consideration, the father 
of the fighting Francisco said this; 
“Peace is in the air. I believ e that 
it will be with us in thirty, maybe in 
sixty days. 
Already the first prelim­ 
inary step looking toward the end of 
the rev olution has been accomplished; 
that is the fall of the old Diaz minis­ 
try." 
When a question was put as to 
whether or not certain 
American 
financial interests had played a part 
In the preliminaries that Madero had 
asserted had occurred between him­ 
self and Limantour, Gustav o Madero 
coined a neat answer: 
“The dollar, you know, has no patri­ 
otism, no heart. We presume that the 
Wall street interests—the general for­ 
eign interests, let us say—hav e a de­ 
sire to see peace. 
We believ e that 
they hav e; that’s all we know.”
